Not Permit of Waiting 
for Development of 
Events, Minister Told.

MOSCOW, April 1.—( Wednesday.) 

After receipt of soviet dispatches de- 
scribing an invasion of Outer Mon- 
golia by Japanese Manchoukuoan 
forces, B. S. Stomaniakoff, foreign af- 
fairs vice commissar, told the Japanese 
ambassador today the situation “does 
not permit pacifically waiting for de- 
velopment of events.” 

His statement to Tamekichi Ota, 
Japanese ambassador to Moscow, came 
after advices from Ulen Bator, capital 
of Outer Mongolia, that the invasion 
had started yesterdy, leading to heavy 
fighting. 

Stomaniakoff declared it was neces- 
sary to take “energetic measures” to 
put an immediate end to the attacks 
by Japanese troops against Mongolia. 
He said serious responsibility“ would 
fall on the Japanese government in 
ease the actions of its dependent or- 
ganization” might lead to the exten- 
sion of conflicts in Mongolian terri- 
tory.

REPLY OF HITLER 
UN RHINE DEMAND 
REACHES LONDON 


Von Ribbentrop To Deliv- 

er Reich’s Answer to 
Eden Today; 4-Month 
Armistice Is Hinted. 


LONDON, March 31.— ( — Adolf 
Hitler's fateful reply to four-power 
Locarno security proposals was 
brought to London tonight as mount- 
ing suspicion and opposition in Brit- 
ish circles were attached to forth- 
coming military staff talks with 
France and Belgium. 

Joachim von Ribbentrop, Hitler’s 
special ambassador, who arrived by 
plane from Berlin shortly after 8 
o'clock, was scheduled to deliver the 
dictator’s message tomorrow to An- 
thony Eden, British foreign secre- 
tary. ; 

Because of the lateness of von Rib- 
bentrop’s arrival a meeting between 
him and Eden was postponed until 
tomorrow morning.

Industry and Trade Gain 
Despite Floods and In- 
ternational Situation. 


NEW YORK, March 31. 
Business finished the first quarter of 
1936 today on the highest rungs of 
the recovery ladder since 1930. 

Industry and trade continued to ex- 
pand in the face of storms and floods 
at home, and fresh international 
crises abroad. 

The spring quarter, normally a pe- 


riod of brisk activity, opens with busi- 
ness analysts widely anticipating the 
best volumes of production and dis- 
tribution since the early phases of the 
depression. 

Typical of this view is the April 
letter of the National City Bank, 
which says: 

“With due consideration of the dif- 
ficulties, the view that the spring 
season will be the best in six years 
prevalent. In estimating the outleok, 
businessmen put stress upon the farm 
purchasing power, the prospective 
larger government disbursements, and 
improvement in capital goods indus- 


tries.“ 
First Quarter Figure. 

The Associate Press weekly index 
of industrial activity, with the sta- 
tisties for the first quarter not yet 
complete, appears to have averaged 
close to 8 per cent above the first 
three months of 1935, and about 49 
per cent over that period of 1933. It 
was about 5 per cent over 1931, 14 
per cent under 1930, and 28 per cent 
under 1929.

My good friend, T. G. Dunning, of 
London, sends me à copy of his most 
recent book, “Youth and Peace,” with 
a foreword by Viscount Cecil, of 
Cheldwood, K. C., president of the 
League of Nations Union. It is a dis- 
passionate but convincing presentation 
of the Christian concept of neighbor- 
liness amongst individuals, groups and 


nations. 
Cecil, in his foreword, 


Viscount 
says: 

„J believe the advocates of peace 
should bring out the glory of peace, its 
immense difficulty, its call for self- 
abnegation, That is why I welcome the 
approach to the problem made by this 
book. It definitely recognizes thé 
idealistic and religious aspects of 
peace and so far from apologizing for 
them, puts them forward as the chief 
reasons for advocating it. The author 
tells of a young man who said, ‘Tell 
us the price of peace and we will pay 
it.“ That is the authentic voice of 
youth.” 

Mr Danning discusses the task of 
winning the youth of the world to the 
concept of peace under four headings: 
Our Material, Our World, Our Goal, 
Our Resources. In a vivid and com- 
pelling style, distinctive for clarity 
and felicity, Mt. Dunning brings home 
to the parents of this generation a 
powerful challenge as he causes a boy 
of this generation to ask his father 
in the event of another war, “Dad, 
what did you do in the time of peace 
to prevent the outbreak of this war?” 

I believe I have space for one typi- 
cal statement of the author: 

Between the ideal and its realiza- 
tion lies the will of man. To dismiss 
the ideal simply because it is diffi- 
cult of attainment is a low course.

into the real. We must strive so to 
present the ideal of peace that youth

Germany would agree, this inform- 
ant said, during the “moral armistice” 
not to increase her Rhineland troops, 
but France and Belgium also would 
have to make the same guarantee. 

Under the Locarno proposals, Brit- 
ish and Italian soldiers would have 
policed the German side of the Rhine- 
land, but no provision was made for 
such supervision on the French and 
Belgian sides, 

Official spokesmen. intimated that 
Hitler had changed his proposals be- 
eause of the bristling speech made 
Sunday by Pierre-Etienne Flandin, 
foreign minister of France. Der 
Fuehrer was reported to be deeply 
angered by Flandin's remarks, calling 
upon Germany to renounce aggression 
and define clearly her policy toward 
her former colonies and territories.

injury to the plaintiff is shown.” 

The supreme court of the United 
States in discussing the general

Peculiar Injury Necessary. 
The courts having definitely de-

out its consent? This court does not 
think so, unless the plaintiff alleges 
some peculiar right or injury to him- 
self that is not in common with all 
citizens and taxpayers.

RABBI'S NEW EVIDENCE 
AVES LIE Ot LIED 


Gov. Hoffman Grants Slayer’ 
of Policeman 30-Day 
Reprieve. 


STATE PRISON, TRENTON, 
N. J., March 31.—(UP)—New cvi- 
dence unearthed by a Jewish rabbi 
won a 30-day reprieve today for 
Charles Zied, petty Camden gangster 
convicted of killing a policeman in a 
disorderly house, and saved him to- 
night from the dubious distinction of 
being Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s 
mate in death. 

His head had been shaved for elec- 
trocution. 

Two hours and 20 minutes before he 
was scheduled to die, Governor Har- 
old G. Hoffman granted him a month’s 
stay so that documentary evidence 
presented to him by Rabbi Abraham 
Holtzberg could be investigated. 

The rabbi, Zied’s spiritual adviser, 
was with the condemned man when 
the news of the reprieve was tele- 
phoned to the death house by Princi- 
pal Keeper Mark O. Kimberling. 

Both were elated. The news that 
Zied's life was saved, at least tem- 
porarily, quickly reached Hauptmann, 
who had given up hope. 

The convicted killer of the Lind- 
bergh baby also learned that much of 
this hew evidence came from Zied him- 
self, and that Zied won the stay be- 
cause be “talked.” 

Eats Big Meal. 

Unlike Hauptmann, Zied had or- 
dered and eaten the traditional last 
meal” before his reprieve came. He 
ate a heavy breakfast previously and 
at 4 p. m., had celery, olives, roast 
chicken, fried potatoes, buttered peas, 
pears, cherries and coffee. He topped 
the meal off with a cigar. 

He still had no intimation he would 
be saved. 

Zied’s wife, like Mrs. Hauptmann, 
yesterday bade her husband what she 
believed was her last farewell. She 
came alone. After an hour in death 
row, during which Mrs. Hauptmann 
waited her turn to go below, Mrs. Zied 
left alone, walking. 

It was reported the new Zied evi- 
dence would involve members of the 
Camden, N. J., police department. 

It was in South Camden, the night 
of September 2, 1934, that William T. 
Feitz Jr., a detective, walked into a 
disorderly house. At Zied’s trial it 
was testified a holdup was in prog- 
ress. Three men, one of them Zied, 
fired at the officer and he drgpped, 
dead, Zied's companions were executed 


Ia few months ago for another killing. 


Irony of Fate. } 
The irony of fate’s dealing with 


gave up all hope of life when the 
board of pardons refused him clem- 
ency. Hauptmann believed until the 
last someone would save him. 

There's the guy that should war- 
ry,” Zied said of Hauptmann. “Me, 
my worries are over. He doesn’t know 
if he’s going, but I know damned well 
I’m going.” 

The heads of both condemned men 
were shaved this morning. Both were 
moved to different cells and their 
clothing changed for fear some instru- 
ment which would permit suicide was 
concealed in the old cells. 

Zied would have walked in front of 
Hauptmann’s cell, preceding the Ger- 
man carpenter to the chair. His death 
had been set for 8 o’clock sharp.

Thomas H. Jervey, postal inspector 
in Atlanta, apprised him of the death 
of Mrs. Innes in Portla Oregon, 
during October, 1933. ; 
Mrs, Innes was the wife of Victor 
Innes, who made his last payment to 
the law in 1928 when he was released 
after spending 12 years in jail, an 
extra-legal penalty for crimes that de- 
veloped as futile efforts were made to 
fasten upon him blame for the myste- 
rious disappearance of Eloise Nelms 
Dennis and Beatrice Nelms, wealthy 
Atlanta girls, he was accused of hav- 
ing robbed and slain. 
Innes’ Whereabouts Unknown, 
Victor Innes’ whereabouts today

are unknown, but it is believed that 


he is in the far west, near the scene 
of his wife’s surrender to the ravages 
of tuberculosis and old age. 

Indictments in state and federal 
courts that brought Victor Innes and 
his wife, Ida, to Atlanta in 1915, re- 
sulted in trials that sent both to Geor- 
gia prisons. Innes served seven years 
on a chain gang on charges of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 
A similar charge sent the wife to the 
state prison farm at Milledgeville for 
five years. In 1923 Innes was sent 
to the federal pen for another five- 
year term. 

After Mrs. Innes’ release she made 
a $3,000 bond until she could be tried 
in federal court on charges of using 
the mails to defraud. She went to her 
son’s home, in Portland, Oregon, 
where she has remained since, a vic- 


tim of tuberculosis, according to 
physicians, to an extent that she 
could not be brought back to Atlanta 
to face trial. 

The charges against her in Atlanta 
were never quashed nor was the bond 
forfeited. Through the regimes of 
three federal district attorneys— 
Hooper Alexander, Clint Hager and 
Lawrence S. Camp—periodie efforts 
have been made to determine if she 
could stand the trials of a trip across 
the continent to face trial. These ef- 
forts have been made at intérvals of 
two or three years, but the doctors 
have always agreed that.the journey 
would be fatal. 

Condition Checked. 

In March, 1988, postal inspectors in 
Oregon were ordered to check with 
reputable physicians. 

Word came back that Mrs. Innes, 
then 67 years old, was wasting away. 
She weighed 88 pounds and was 
stooped and shrivelled. She was in a 
private sanitarium, coughing con- 
stantly. 

A few weeks ago, United States At- 
torney Lawrence 8. Camp ordered 
another check. The word came yes- 
terday that Mrs. Innes was dead. She 
died in October, 1933, just seven 
months after the last check-up. So, 
that ends the Nelms case officially in 
the Atlanta courts, the 21-year persist- 
ence of the federal authorities being 
the only legal claim that the law had 
on the pair, if the mystery of the dis- 
appearance of the two Nelms sisters 
had ever been solved. The case that 
is closed is one of the strangest in 
American criminal history. 

In 1911, Eloise Nelms Dennis, 
daughter of former Sheriff J. W. 
Nelms, one of the wealthy residents 
of Atlanta's old West End, went to 


‘Carson City, Nev., to divorce a hus- 


band to whom she had been wed but 
a few years. 
Victor Innes, then a resident of 
Carson City and a former assistant 
United States attorney at Salt Lake 
City, was her attorney. 
„Sheriff Nelms, the girl’s father, had 
died a few years before and Innes 
discovered that the girl possessed 
some property in Georgia. 

Violent Love. 

Stories told in court later were 
that Innes made violent love to his 
young client and gained her confi- 
dence and her mother admitted that 
she returned to Atlanta madly infat- 
uated with the Carson City attorney. 
He had induced her to give him a 
valuable diamond ring that her moth- 
er had given her and how much 
money, no one knew. 

He was to invest the money for her 
and, according to the statement of her 
mother, he told the girl he had an in- 
valid wife living in Paris with a 
brother. If the wife died he was to 
marry Eloise and if not, he would 
obtain a divorce and marry Eloise. 
Mother and sister, Beatrice, begged 
the girl to abandon her mad infat- 
uation. As Innes interspersed mad 
protestations of love with request for 
more money “for investments,” moth- 
er and sister botk sought to show 
the girl that she was “the victim of 
a rascal,” as the mother expressed it. 

“Further Investments.“ 

In 1918 and in the early part of 
1914, Innes obtained large sums of 
money from the girl. This money was 
for “further investments” which, it 
was proved later, were never made. 
In 1914 Eloise Dennis was induced 
to meet Innes in San Antonio, where 
he was supposed to give her papers re- 
lating to these investments. Beatrice 
Nelms, the sister, who also had some 
estate, accompanied her. Beatrice was 
a young woman of some business acu- 
men and it was thought that she could 
protect her sister. 

Eloise took with her ,on the trip 
$1,500 in cash, the last of her estate. 
That was the last that was ever heard 
of the two sisters. 

It was charged that Innes had mur- 
dered the girls, after extracting money 


up their bodies, ground them up in a 
meat chopper and buried the remains 
in a pit of quick lime. 

No charge of murder could ever 
be proved because there was no body 
to produce, no corpus delicti that the

Occasionally, reports would be 
received that she was healthy enougb 
te be engaged in a thriving interior 
decorating business: again it was said 
‘that someone had seen her 3 
through the rain for a street car an 
another story was that she often drove 
100 miles to a beach with her son 
and his family. 

Investigations of these stories al- 
ways brought the same reports-—that 
she was emaciated and losing her 
fight against tuberculosis rapidly. The 
docket was held open in federal court 
here, but the advice received yester- 
day closes this strange story definite- 
ly in the Atlanta courts. 


SOVIET OFFICIAL WARNS 
UF MONGOLIAN CLASH

Tamsyk-Bulak, which is about 45 
kilometers (about 30 miles) inside 
Mongolian territory, the soviet ac- 
counts continued. 

The attackers were said to have met 
strong resistance at Tamsky Bulak 
and to have been pushed back be- 
yond Abykdolon. There they received 
reinforcements and resumed the of- 
kensive. 

In his conversation with the vice 
commissar for foreign affairs, the 
Japanese ambassador promised to noti- 
ty his government immediately of the 
soviet viewpoint and indicated that 
Japan might concede a point by agree- 
ing to the Russian suggestion to set- 
tle the boundary disputes through a 
mixed commission. 


Ota said, however, that Japan feels 
it difficult to carry on negotiations, 
with the soviet because “it has no 
knowledge of what relations exist be- 
tween the soviet union and Mongolia.” 

Japan previously had been in favor 
of direct negotiations between Mon- 
golia and Manchoukuo, without inter- 
ference by either Russia or Japan. 

Ota declared that the fighting at 
present on the Mongolian frontier was 
started by Mongolians and said the 
clashes were due to doubt as to the 
location of the frontier. 


Stomaniakoff replied that the Mon- 
golians would hardly attack the Japa- 
nese, since that would be tantamount 
to inviting war, which they could not 
want. 

The Russian vice commissar refer- 
red the Japanese ambassador to their 
previous conversations, February 21, 
when Ota was first informed of the 
soviet union pledge to help Mongolia 
in case the latter was the victim of 
aggression, 

Late last night it was said fighting 
is still going on, 

The Mongolian people’s assembly 
only a few days ago approved a mu 
tual assistance pact with the soviet 
union. Under its ¢erms Russia would 
come to Mongolia’s aid if it is the vic- 
tim of aggression. 

Reports received so far indicated 
the present fighting could lead to 
very serious consequences, but Rus- 
sian officials are not yet ready to 
comment, pending the receipt of fuller 
information. 

(A dispatch from Tokyo late yes- 
terday said Premier Hirota told the 
Japanese cabinet that the latest bor- 
der clashes already are being liqui- 
dated through diplomatic channels.”) 

The reports did not disclose the to- 
tal strength of the attacking forces, 
but declared they filled more than 20 
motor trucks, 

The attack was reported to be the 
second of Abykdolon in three days, the 
Japanese-Manchoukuoan forces having 
failed in an attempt to capture the 
post Sunday. 

Abdykolon was described as 28 
miles south of the Mongolian border, 
with desert between the post and the 
boundary. 


JAPANESE DENY 
FIGHTING REPORTS. 

TOKYO, April 1.—( Wednesday )— 
-A foreign office spokesman today 
professed complete ignorance and dis- 
belief of the reported Japanese- Man- 
choukuoan invasion of outer Mongolia. 

He said, when told of reports from 
Ulan Bator: 

“Tt is impossible. I do not believe 
it true. Possibly it is only rash prop- 
aganda.” 

An authoritative source close to the 
army pointed out that a press ban 
prohibits publication of details of the 
border situation except official Japa* 
nese-Manchoukuoan communiques. 

Recent indications,’ however, were 
that Japanese forces in northwest 
Manchoukuo have been preparing for 
action of some kind.

Ritter, of Florida, today in his im- 
peachment trial. 


The senate granted him a delay un- 


ti] Friday to reply to all impeachment 
articles voted by the house, 


At that time, the senate, sitting as 


the impeachment trial court, Also will 


decide on defense motions, made today, 
to reduce the articles from seven to 


five. 

One of three new articles approved 
yesterday by the house, but just dis- 
closed today in the Congressional rec- 


ord, charged Ritter, 65-year-old judge 
of Florida’s southern district, failed 
to pay taxes on $12,000 income re- 
ceived in 1929 “over and above his 
salary as judge.” 

The second new charge said he evad- 
ed taxes on $5,300 of 1930 income, 
while the third related a new charge 
that he violated the judicial code by 
practicing law while on the bench. 

Carl T. Hoffman, of Miami, defense 
attorney, asked for a delay to make 
reply and the senate agreed. 

Trial Is Scheduled. 

Frank P. Walsh, of New York, 
Judge Ritter’s chief counsel, and Hoff- 
man both said the delay would not 
cause a postponement of the actual 
trial, set for Monday. 

Approximately 90 witnesses have 
been summoned, equally divided be- 
ween prosecution and defense, This 
otal may be augmented to Include in- 
ternal revenue bureau officials in view 
of the income tax charges. 

The new articles charge that the 
$12,000 on which no tax was paid 
included an “extra fee“ of: $2,000 so- 
licited and received” by Ritter on 
April 4, 1929, nearly two months after 
he had become a federal judge, for le- 
al services for the Mulford Realty 

rporation, which owned large real 
estate and citrus grove holdings in 
Florida. 


Legal Services. 

The $12,000, it was added, also in- 
cluded $7,500 Ritter received for le- 
gal services in “saving of the interest” 
of J. R. Francis in the “Boca Raton 
matter,” in obtaining a deed or deeds 
to Francis from the Spanish River 
Land Company to certain pieces of 
realty, and for 8 Franeis in 
the “Edgewater Beach Development 
Company matter.” ‘ 

The alleged violation of the judicial 
code in practicing law in the Mulford 
case was contained in the original ar- 
ticles of impeachment voted. by the 
house March 2. The new charge em- 
braced a second violation for repre- 
senting Francis. 

Included in the $5,800 income of 
1930 on which it was alleged no tax 
was paid was $2,000 of the $4,500 Rit- 
ter is charged with receiving from A. 
L. Rankin, his former law partner, 
after he had allowed Rankin a fee of
